Parker Stresses Safety
Los Angeles Police Chief Wil­ 

liam H. Parker stated that 
these figures indicate even 
mote that drivers, pedestrians, 
flnd bicycle riders should go all 
out in practicing traffic safety 
rules and regulations. 

%k new amendment to the 
California Vehicle Code effec­ 
tive September 11, 1957, which 
should be noted by all drivers 
is the* new law changing the 
speed limit from 15 miles per 
hour to 25 miles per hour when 
passing any school in session. 

Office™ To Be Strict
Officers will be strict in their 

enforcement of this and other 
traffic regulations affecting the 
swffty of school returnees.

In an effort to prevent traffic- 
accidents, Chief 'Parker issued 
th* following suggestions:

1. Be extra careful for boys 
and girls crossing streets, 
especially around school

zones, playgrounds and 
other places where stu­ 
dents congregate.

2. Drivers should bo alert for 
the mistakes of bicycle 
riders . . . don't compete 
with them.

3. Parents, teach safety prac­ 
tices to your children for 
use throughout the school 
year.

4. Whore there are no side­ 
walks, pedestrians should 
walk on the loft side of 
the road facing traffic.

5. Hitchhiking is a dangerous 
practice and is forbidden 
by law. Therefore, for 
their own good, students 
should refrain from stand- 
Ing in the roadway to so­ 
licit a ride.

6.. Yellow painted crosswalks 
signify you're in a school 
area . . . Slow down.

7. Bicycle riders are governed 
by the same laws that ap­ 
ply to motor vehicle oper­ 
ators.

Calif. Highway Patrol 
Cautions Motorists

School time calls for extra caution by motorists and 
attention to the traffic laws pertaining to school zones 
warns the California Highway Patrol.

"Once again the shouting and running of boys and 
girls going to or from 'school^———————————;————————
will fill the air five days 'each 
week," stated Patrol Commis­ 
sioner B. R. Caldwell; "Many 
of these youngsters will be at­ 
tending school for the first time 
or going to a new school.

"Either way, with new sur­ 
roundings they are quite apt tb 
make mistakes such as dashing 
across the street without look- 
Ing or slipping nut from behind 
a parked car." Caldwell remind­ 
ed. "Only utmost caution and 
strict adherence to the traffic 
laws will help you avoid strik­ 
ing a school child with your 
car.

"The new speed law, effective 
September 11, permits a top 
limit of 25 miles per hour when 
passing a school building or the 
grounds thereof while children 
are going to or leaving such 
school during opening and clos­ 
ing hours or the noon recess 
period/' he said. "The 25-mile 
limit also applies when passing 
school grounds which nre not 
separated 4 by a fence, gate or 
other physical barrier while 
such grounds are occupied by 
cnildren.

"(Jive the children a break 
and remember, they frequently 
do the unexpected," he con­ 
cluded. "Make every school /-one 
a caution area and help us pro­ 
tect our youth."
